Appellees sued appellant for a bal 


ance claimed to be dne them on a 
bank deposit account, and recovered 
a judgement in the court below for 
*<fcl.'J4 from which judgement tuw 
appeal is prosecuted. The contro 
verey relates to the anm of. fGW), m- 
clodwlinsaid judgement. 


OB. the 20th day of November, IBBU, 


appellees were doing bnsineas under 
the firm name of Murphy & >Vag- 
ttoner, and kept their bank deposits 
with appellant. On that day they 
received a check drawn by the hrm 
of Blackman & Holmes upon J. Mil- 
likin& Co., another banking ttrm 
with whom Blackman & Holmes kept 
their deposits. Tbe dispute in the 
CBHO grows oat of the alleged dishon- 
or of this check, by J. MiUikin & Co. 


It appears from the evidence that 


for a number of years there have 
been three banking houses in the city 
of Decatnr, including those already 
named. Between these banks there 
has grown up a usage, now claimed 
to have tbe force of a custom, for 
each one to receive on deposit from 
ito own customers checks drawn upon 
each of the others by their respective 
depositors, and to make eichangns of 
checks and pay balances every lm*i 
man day aliout the hour of two 
o'clock, or between that hour and tho 
close of business for the day. If 
checks are received aftortheexchang 
es have been made, thsy uro held nn 
til the aoxt day unless for HOIOO 
special mason they arp presented 
sooner. If a check is dishonored it 
is returned to the bank from which it 
came, and the money is paid in lieu 
of it. The usual hour for closing tho 
banks is four o'clock in the afternoon. 


After tho exchanges had 
been 


made on Saturday, November 20th, 
appellees deposited tho chock in 
question with appellant and received 
credit therefor on their bank pass- 
book. On tho Monday following a 
messenger from J. Millikin & Co., 
made tho rounds of the banks for the 
purpose of making the exchanges. 
He delivered to appellant nineteen 
checks and receivwl tho siinw mim 
her in return, there being a dift'er- 
enoe in favor of i. Millikin & Co., of 
a small sum which appellant paid in 
cash. The check in quustion WBM 
one of those taken away by tho mes 
senger, and in the course of tin hour 
or an hour and a half it was returned 
to appellant M a rejected check. Ap- 
pellant took back tbs rheok, paid J. 
Millikin & Co., the face of it in cur 
rency, and charged it back to appel- 
lees. Their right to do so is the only 
question 
involved 
in this case. 


Blackmail & Holmes were known to 
be engaged in a highly speculative 
and very hazardous course of deal- 
ing in grain, in connection with an 
institution known as the Chicago 
Public Produce Exchange, for whioh 
reason they were not permitted to 
overdraw their bank account with J. 
Millikin &. Co. At the close of bnsi 
ness on tho 20th of November, the 
balance to their credit was $190.(>5, 
but after banking hours they made a 
deposit of $2,990.62 and drew their 
check in favor of tho Chicago Public 
Produce Exchange for the sum of 
12,466, which sum was placed to its 
credit, leaving a balance in favor of 
Blackman 
& Holmes of $725.27. 


These matters were entered upon the 
books of J. Millikin &. Co., as busi- 
ness transitions of the Monday fol- 
lowing. On that day and before the 
coming ia of this check for $61)0, oth- 
er checks of Blackman & Holmes 
were paid, by which their balance in 
bank was reduced to $575.27. Upon 
their being requested to do HO, Black- 
man & Holmes failed to make up 
their deposit so as to meet tho check 
in question, and the same was re- 
turned by J. Millikin & Co., as a dis 
honored check It is conceded that 
under these circumstances Millikin 
& Co., were not bound to pay tho 
check as it exceeded tho fund in lintik 
against which it was drawn, without 
a special arrangement to that effect a 
bank is under no obligation to pay , 
checks of its depositor* in excess of : 
their deposits. 


It is further conceited that appel- 


lant took the check only as agent of 
appellees for its collection. If, there- 
fore, the collection failed without any 
fault of appellant, it had the right to 
cancel the credit given appellees for 
tbe amount of the check.—I Morse on 
banking. 2 ed, 388. 


It is fnrtner conceded that the law 


governing the presentation of the 
check gave appellant the whole of the 
next business day after its receipt to 
present it to J. Millikin & Co. for 
payment. This having been done, 
appellant was guilty of no laches in 
iU presentation. 
Nor do we under- 


stand counsel for appellees to sen 
onsly controvert the proposition of 
law advanced by counsel for appel- 
lant that where the custom of banks 
ia to make exchanges through a 
clearing house, or, as in this case, by 
messengers going around aud taking 
up the checks, such exchange of 
checks is not an abaslnte acceptance 
or payrhent thereof, but that each 
party is entitled to an opportunity of 
examining the accounts of itsdepot-i 
ton, and of passing upon the validi- 
ty of the check so received in ex- 
change, before tho acceptance be- 
comes absolute. 


The question at issue, therefore, is 


whether or not J. Millikin & Co., 
either by actual acceptance of the 
check in question as a good check, or 
by their failure to return it to appel- 


lant in dne time Bccordtng to an al 
leeed custom of dealing between the 
banks at Decatnr, are to be oonsid 
ered as having cloaed the transaction 
between themselves and appellant BO 
as to have enabled appellant to sue 
cessfully prove payment of the check. 
The question is not whether or not 
the check ought to have been paid on 
presentation, but whether or not it is 
to be treated as actually paid; for it 
is a part of the custom if one is 
proved, for the bank having sent in a 
check for exchange to pay the cash 
upon its return dishonored, and it hu 
a right to do this although the check 
may have been wrongfully dishonor- 
ed if it is returned in dne season. 
But it must make use of all proper 
means of knowing whether or not it 
is a case where the custom requires 
the refunding of the money, while 
it is no doubt true that the WMM file 
holder of a check may retain it and 
insist npon its payment if the circum- 
stances of the case entitle it to be 
paid, yet in this case no such duty 
devolved npon appellant It had the 
check for collection only on account 
of appellees, and rf it used due dili- 
gence for ito collection and failed, it 
had the right, upon giving appellees 
due notice of ite dishonor, to surren- 
der the check to them and to cancel 
the credit given them for ite face 
value. 
No duty devolved upon ap- 


pellant after its dishonor to inquire 
into the state oi accounts between 
Blackman & Holmes and J. Millikin 
& Co. to see whether or not the check 
ought to have been paid. It was 
sufficient for appellant to make due 
presentation of the check, and when 
that was done its whole doty in that 
regard was performed. Then if the

uon-paymont or non-acceptance an_ 
duly returned according to the cus- 
tom, 
appellant had the right to 


charge it back to appellees. It is 
contended on tho part of appellees 
that the custom of the banks requires 
that upon re-turn of the messenger 
making .the exchanges, the checks 
brought in by him are to be immedi- 
ately exmntiifd by the proper officer 
to abeortain if they are good. They 
further contend that this check with 
all the others brought in by the mes- 
senger wa« either examined and 
passed upon, or that it was accepted 
without question, placed with the 
other checks upon a spindle used for 
the reception of paid chocks, and 
finally passed to the credit of appel- 
lant on the exchange account. They 
further contend that after being ac- 
tually accepted and paid, as before 
stated, this check was permitted to 
remain unquestioned on the paid 
check spindle until after the receipt 
of a telegram from Chicago announc- 
ing the dishonor of a check of the 
Chicago Public Produce Exchange, 
mid that npon the receipt of this 
piece of information, J. Millikin £ Co. 
nonarht to recall the payment already 
wade, and to wrongfully throw this 
check buck upon appellant or np- 


Thoro is no evidence of any exam- 


ination of this check having been 
made prior to the receipt of the tele- 
gram, aside from the mere fact of its 
lieingupon the paid check spindle. 
In fact the proof is that the examin- 
ation oi the check brought in by the 
messenger was in progress when the 
telegram was received 
Counsel for 


appellees, however, lay much stress 
in their argument npon the fact of 
this check having been placed upon 
tho paid check spindle, and of ite 
remaining there, as they say, for 
over an hour, and insist that this 
amounts to proof of its payment We 
do not nmlei stand that the keeping 
of a paid check spindle or any other 
contrivance for uw reception or can 
collation of paid checks enters into 
tho alleged custom or any other busi- 
ness arrangements which the banks 
may have with each other. 
It is a 


mere matter of convenience with 
each bank in the transaction of ite 
own business, and has no reference 
whatever to the usage of exchanging 
checks. The fact of the checks being 
upon the spindle might, according to 
circumstances, afford a presumption 
of ite payment; but this at least 
would amount to a mere presump 
tion, liable to be rebutted. 
In this 


case the proof is that in some way, 
not explained, Uiis check, with the 
others brought iu by the messenger, 
went upon the spindle before exam- 
ination by the proper officer, and 
when examined it was found to be in 
excess of the deposits against which 
it was drawn. 
These facts, in con- 


nection with the circumstances that 
Blackmail & Holmes were not al- 
lowed to overdraw their account, 
sufficiently negative any presump 
tiou that might have arisen from the 
mere fact of tbe checks having been 
placed upon the spindle. It appears 
that no one but the proprietors them- 
selves could, under the circumstances, 
have placed it there as a paid check 
without a violation of dnty. The 
actual acceptance and payment of 
the check in question is therefore not 
proved. 


It is contended, however, that if 


there was no actual Acceptance and 
payment of the check in question, 
that there was such a neglect on the 
part of J. Milliken & Co. as to 
amonnt to an acceptance and pay- 
ment, according to the custom of the 
banks, and that for this reason ap 
pellant was not justified in taking 
back the check and pay ing the money 
to J. Milliken & Co., and in charging 
it back to appellees. 
It is argued 


that the custom required the iw- 
mfjiate examination of the cheeks 
brought in by the messenger, and the 
iuimetliale return of those dishonored. 


We have examined the evidence 


upon this point with care, and while 
we are not dissatisfied with the proof 
as to the existence of a custom pre 
vailing among the banks at Decatnr, 
the general outlines of which have 
already been given, yet we fail to 
see in it anything that would require 
such instantaneous action on the part 
of those charged with this dnty, as 
contended for by counsel for appel- 
lees. There are but three banks in 
Decatnr, and if any such requirement 
existed, there ought certainly to be

It i 
said Mrs. Morgan is very much oppose' 
to her husband becoming Recrctary o 
the treasury, fcaiing that the duties 
tbe position would impair big licallh. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2i>.—Prcsiden 


Arthur said at half-past 1 o'clock lha 
Governor Morgan had not yet aceop 
the secretaryship of the treasury. 
member . of the cabinet, when as 
what he thought of the outlook, said 
"It means that Morgan declines."

declines, as his physiciann and wile pro- 
test against bis teceptanpc on account 
of his health. 


The President's failure to send the 


name of Attorney General MacVcagli's 
successor to the senate to-day is con- 
strued to -mean that the question of 
cabinet changes is being reconsidered, 
and that new names may now be sclent- 
ed for both the existing and contem- 
plated vacancies.

U lieinK admitted that Millikin & Co. had 


a right u> axaiiiine Uie checks; to return 
Ibuse that were not troud, aad to receive the 
money In return therefor, in tlie absence of 
any controlling custom, we hold that under 
the law they must be allowed a reasonable 
time for that purpose. \Ve do not Bad from 
Uie evidence the existence of a general and 
uniform UBn^e jiruvailing among the baukR 
at Decaiur, which requires tbe immediate 
elimination ami return of dishonored checks, 
according to the rigid rule contended for by 
connsel for appellees. 


The action of Millikin A Co. was reason- 


ably diligent, aft was that of appellant, ap- 
pellees bad timely notice of the dishonor of 
the check. The exchanges were made not 
earlier than 2 o'clock. Upon the return of 
tlie messenger to Millikin & Co'e bank, all 
tlie checks brought in by liini were, in come 
way not explained, placed upon the paid 
chuck spindle, wluire they remained from 11 
half to one full hour without Ijeinj: passed 
upon. When examined U was found that tin- 
account of BlackuttLii & Hnliues was short, 
and had lieen 10 before the presentation of 
this check. While this examination was go 
iiiK on, a telegram wai received from Chicago 
tunoui.ciiiK llmt a check of the Chicago 
Public Produce Exchange hid liccn dishonor- 
ed by a bank there. A measenger was im- 
mediately dispatched to Blackman & Holmes, 
demanding lint they should make good their 
account or this check would be thrown 
out. 


Upon Iheir failure to make good their ac 
count, tbe check waa at onre returned to ap- 
pellant, and word was Immediately sent by 
it to appellees. Upon return of the messen- 
ger with tbe money received from appellant, 
Blackmail immediately drew out of Millikin 
& C'o'n bank the balance then (o the credit 
of Blackman * Holmes, aud went off with 
th« money. If, under these circumstances, 
it Is to be held that Millikin & 1,'u. were 
chargeable with the amount ot this check, 
H must be by force of a custom established, 
known and generally acquiesced in by all tlic 
binlu at Decatur.
